tion to the present compulsion seem 
to lie in the desire of socialist and 
republican leaders to execute plat-, 
form planks condemning military 
training to their logical end. 


That end is ridding 
the state 


of all devices which apparently tend 
toward war preparedness and mil- 
itarism. 


Whether the compulsory drill sy- 


stem here injects militarism into 
•the student mind and whether it 
accomplishes the end of being a 
preparedness measure is a mooted 
question. 


In justice to the military depart- 


ment it must be said that its intent 
and plan of course definitely is not 
to give the student a lust for war 
or a militaristic attitude of mind, 
but to give the student a suitable 
knowledge of military tactics and 
discipline- as a war

Prof. Commons for G. O. of Railroads; Hiram Johnson for President

WASHINGTON, D. C.,—Prof. John E. Com- 


mons, of the University of Wisconsin, national-, 
ly known authority on labor ' and economics, 
favors government ownership of the railroads 
and reform of the Federal . Reserve Banking 
system, lie told a conference .of Progressive 
leaders hero late this week. 


Prof. Commons left Washington 
to spend 


several weeks in New York City to work on 
amendments to the Federal Reserve Act, which 
•will later be offered in the House. 


While in Washington, Prof. 
Commons con- 


ferred with a number of Progressives from the 
Northwest and with officers 
of the railroad 


brotherhoods. 


"I believe the time has come when Congress 


must take fundamental action: to meet the 
transportation problem," Prof. Commons told 
the Progressives. 


"The experiment of private control and oper- 


ation of the railroads since the war has proved 
;\ costly failure. 
Conditions throughout 
the 


Northwest are such that farmers, business men, 
and producers of all classes are unable to ship 
their goods at a reasonable profit and the con- 
dition of equipment of the roads and the short- 
age of cars is causing hardship in every section 
of the country." 


Prof. Commons urged the. Progressives to in- 


troduce nt once and press for the enactment of 
"hi; 'bill, providing for government ownership 
of the railroads. 


Prof. Commons indicated while hero that he 


is in accord with Senator Couzens, Federal 
Judge George Anderson o£ Boston, and other 
transportation experts who have recently advo- 
cated government ownership as the only -solu- 
tion of the railroad problem. 


Prof. Commons also 'brought to Washington 


proposals for reforming the Federal Reserve 
Banking System which he claims has operated 
unjustly against the rank and file of farmers 
and business men in Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
other states throughout the nation^ 


He proposes that the "deflation" policy of the 


Federal Reserve Board shall be offset by judi- 
cious inflation which would tend to stabilize 
prices and enable farmers and others who in- 
curred debts daring -and subsequently to the 
war period to repay their loans in currency o£ 
the same value as that which they borrowed. 


Prof. John R. Commons 


He 'bases his plan, upon the claim that the debt- 
or class is now being compelled to pay .off loans 
with dollars which are relatively more valuable 
than those they borrowed when the debts were 
contracted during the period of war-time infla* 
tion. .

Q.—What arc the essential poiTits 


o.f the unemployment insurance plan 
advocated for Wisconsin? 


A.—Unemployment prevention is 


the purpose o£ the Wisconsin unem- 
ployment insurance bill which' has 
been drafted on the principle that 
it offers a financial incentive (o 
prevent 
unemployment. The 
bill 


requires that employers set- aside 
a sum of money for an 
unemploy- 


ment insurance, fund, and label it. 
"Cost of Unemployment." The pos- 
sibility of lessening: the cost offers 
the incentive which 
will 
lead to 


prevention. Tlie reduction of costs 
of unemployment can gro PO far that 
the employer who abolishes unem- 
ployment in his plans incurs no ex- 
pense. 
Under 
this 
system, it is 


shown to be a paying proposition to 
prevent unemployment. 


The Wisconsin bill 
for 
unem- 


ployment is modeled upon the work- 
men's compensation art. 
It 
pro- 


vides that substantially, nil em- 
ployers in the state shall insure 
their .-workers against unemploy- 
ment. Insurance is to be nrovided 
at cost and administered through 
mutual associations of employers. 
Workers 
who 
are 
unemployed 


through no fault of their own, are 
to receive a dollar a day for not 
more than 13 -weeks. Unemploy- 
ment due to strike or lockout is ex- , 
eluded from benefit. The supcrvi- | 
sion of the plan is intrusted to the 
industrial commission.

.Q-—What is the prism ami the 
history of the principles of unem- 
ployment insurance? 


A.—Insurance was first applied 


to unemployment by trade unions 
which provided' "out-of-work1? bene- 
fits for their own members. The so- 
cial value of these measures first 
received official recognition .in IDOj 
•when the city of Ghent in Belgium 
granted tr: trade unions providing 
"out-of-work benefits, 
a 
subsidy 


equal to half of the members' con- 
tributions. 
This system has been 


adopted in Belgium, France, Ger- 
many, Holland and Switzerland. It 
has been adopted on a national scale 
in Denmark, Holland, Norway and

In '1911 Great Britain

_ The..Foreign Language informa- 
tion Service realized after this cen- 
sus that, if these people were to' ad- 
just themselves normally to their 
r.ew environment, -they could not 
wait until they had mastsred Eng- 
lish . for information about the coun- 
try'kj laws and institutions, or their 
own lights,1 obligations aid oppor- 
tunities here. 
Accordingly, 
the 


'Foreign 
Language 
Information 
Service set about the task of giving 
them this information in their owii 
tongues. It released to foreign or- 


ganisations and the language press 
material translated 
chiefly 
from' 
government sources which could 
give the foreign born an 
under- 


standing not only, of American life 
but also of such -important matters 
as naturalization procedure, immi-
